iminer, und is due to the use by 


women of thin-soled French heeled boots 
vhile whoelirg. The bicycling women 
who give, slight attention to the way 
hey get off their wheels get the bieyple 
oot. They alight on the Lard pave- 
ments with unnecessary energy. 
The 


force of the blow strains tho tendons to 
soch a degree that the proper arch of 
,he foot is lost. It in not done at once, 
Imt the foot ia sometimes months in gef" 
ing out of shape. 
The ligaments are 


gradually stretched until they cease to 
iold up the arch. Thia soled boots in- 
;rease the trouble. 
They afford too 


iitllc support for the curved instep and 
do not protect the ball from the concus- 
sion when the rider jumps to tho gronad. 
Physicians recommend only calfskin 
boots with low heels and heavy soles 
for wheeling 
The high heels irritate

Secretaries of. the Treasury, Interior, 
Agriculture and Public Instruction, 
and an Attorney General and Auditor. 


Bacolod will be the capital. The 


Civil Governor will advise the Military 
Governor concerning public questions 
of a civil character and will preside 
over the Advisory Council. 


He will draw a salary of $0,000 


(Mexican) per annum. 


There will be eight councilors, one 


for each of the .seven districts and one 
couneilor-at-lurgo. 


All males of twenty-one years of ago 


who are able to read and write Eng- 
lish, Spanish or Vlsayan understand- 
iugly, or are the owners of $000 in 
realty or the renters of $1,000 In realty, 
and have resided in their respective 
districts one year, are qualified as 
voters in the elections, which will be 
by ballot. 


The Military Governor will prescribe 


the time and pla<y for the elections 
and registration of voters. 


The Military Governor lias the power 


of veto over the legislation of the 
Council. 
His veto blmll be linui when approved 


hy the Governor-General at Manila. 
The Secretary of Instrutcion is to 


establish a free school system for the 
Island. The schools must teach the 
English language. 


Municipal governments are to be 


organized us soon as possible and the 
military governor will appoint the 
Judges. Appeal will be made to the 
Supreme Court al Manila in cases of 
felonies or cases involving more than 
$J>00 Mexican money. 


The secretaries will receive $300 an- 


nufllly nnd the councillors -will receive 
$8 a day with mileage. 


Kiul of War Not In Sight. 


" London, July 26.—A private letter re- 
ceived here from n war correspond- 
ent at Manila says: 
"There socms to be no end of the 


war in sight. The censorship is con- 
stantly becoming more troublesome. 


"Gen. Otis recently established a rule 


thnt any matter relating to the'navy 
must be taken to the commander of 
the fleet for his approval nnd after- 
ward submitted to the military censor, 
thus adding to our difficulties. 


"For some reason which the censor 


would not explain, (ten. Otis refused 
to allow us to send the death of the 
Monndnock's Captain (Nichols), for 
two days after its occurrence. 


"The General also refused to let us 


send news of the disappearance of 
Capt. Rockefeller (April 28), on the 
ground that it would worry his family, 
or the killing of Capt. Tilly, of the 
Signal Corp1!, until the next day. 
"It is impossible to write the truth 


about the situation. The resources 
and fighting qualities of the natives 
are quite misunderstood by the Ameri- 
can papers, and we cannot write the 
facts without being accused of treason; 
nor can we tell of the practically un- 
animous opposition to and disTIke of 
the war among the American troops. 


"The volunteers, or at least a portion 


of them, were at one time on the verge 
of mutiny, and unless Gen. Otis had 
begun sending them homeward there 
would have been sensational develop- 
ments.

The declaration of the American 


delegates was as follows: 


"The delegation of the United States, 


in -signing the convention regulating 
the peaceable settlement of intema- 
tional conflicts as proposed by the In- 
ternational Peace Conference, makes 
the 
following declaration: Nothing 


contained in this convention shall be so 
construed as to require the tlnited 
States to depart from its traditional 
policy of not entering upon, interfering 
with or entangling itself in the po- 
litical questions or internal adminis- 
tration of any foreign State. Nor shall 
anything in said convention be con- 
strued to require the relinqmshment 
by the United States of its traditional 
attitude toward purely Ameican ques- 
tions." 


The proposal was announced to the 


plenary conference this afternoon and 
met with no opposition. They plenary 
conference adopted the ai Nitration 
scheme without modification ami with- 
out debate. 


Afterward it lengthily discussed the 


question whether a country taking part 
in the conference would be allowed to 
accede to the conventions. Although 
the Transvaal and the Pope were not 
mentioned, it was generally under- 
stood that the point mainly affected 
thorn. 


The question is whether the uninvit- 


ed powers shall be allowed to adhere 
to the conventions by merely formal- 
ly notifying the Government Qf the 
Netherlands to that effect, or shall the 
assent of all the signatories bo neces- 
sary? Great Britain, Russia and Italy 
favored the latter method, fts adop- 
tion would enable Great Britain to ve- 
to the adhesion of the Transvaal. No 
decision was reached on the subject.

rhed here to reinforce the soldiers al- 
ready on guard to preserve peace dur- 
ing the street-ear strike. 


They were under the command of 


Capt. James L. Walsh, although Adjt- 
Geu. II. A. Axline was on board. Up- 
on bis arrival here he held a confer- 
ence with Mayor Farley and the lat- 
ter's cabinet iu regard to tho situation. 
Ho will exorcise command over all the 
troops at pivsout iu tho city. 


The newcomers were marched to 


Central Armory, where they establish- 
ed headquarters. Their presence la 
very distasteful to the strikers, and 
Mayor Farley is ceusuied by them for 
culling tho additional troops. 


The latter reiterates tho statement 


that he will keep the city free from 
rioting and violence if it takes every 
soldier iu the State to do it. 


Mobs t«till rule the city. Although 


one thousand troops in addition to tlie 
regular force patrol the streets riot- 
ing Is still going 011, aud the very heart 
of the town in unsafe. All along the 
Hues of the Big Consolidated Railway 
Company disorder reigus. Stones, pis- 
tolt> and clubs are the weapons. The 
result is that citizens nro. in a state of 
terror. Cars are i milling, but carry 
few 
passengers. In 
some 
districts 


they pass through a line of missiles. 


All hopes of settling tho differences 


by arbitration have apparently passed. 
Tlie railway officials say they will have 
nothing further to do with tTie men. 
Force, they declare, and only force, 
will now settle the strike. 


Capt. Zimmerman has issued orders 


to his men to use their judgment about 
shooting, and whoa in tight places not 
to hesitate a moment about using gun 
or bayonet. 


The strikers, in a daily bulletin call- 


ed the Cleveland Artislnn, accuse the 
railway officials of having committed 
the dynamite outrage of Sunday night 
on their own car for the purpose of 
casting odium upon the strikers' cause 
nnd to force the authorities to call out 
more soldiers. 


The third attempt to blow up a car 


was made on Pearl street near Brook- 
lyn Bridge. Th> car was ruined be- 
yond ropalr .and the motorman and 
coudm-tor badly bruised. 


Nitro-glycerlno was used on a Cleve- 


land, Pflliiosville Jind Eastern suburban 
car with the result that a number of 
tho passengers were Injured. 


Reports of riots are coming in and a 


message from Collinwood says that a 
crowd of strikers there bad a battle 
with soldiers, and won a victory, tak- 
ing the militiamen's guns away from 
theiti -and beating them badly.

THE COCOANUT INDUSTRY 


Manner in Which They Are Gathered 
„, aiid Exported to Tl»Ib Country. 


A great proportion of the cocoanuts 


received in this country are still 
brought here in sailing vessels. 
The 


nuts are imported chiefly from the San 
Bias coast, Trinidad and points along 
the Orinoco River, and are consigned 
to 
various commission merchants 


throughout the country. A number of 
echooners engaged in the cocoanut 
trade ply at regular intervals between 
this country and Southern ports. The 
majority of these vessels 
discharge 


their cargoes at New York and from 
two to four of them are to be found at 
all seasons of the year. 


An interesting half 
hour may be 


spent on the piers some morning when 
the work of unloading the nuts is un- 
der full headway. The nuts are drawn 
.from the hold in bushel baskets and 
are dumped on the pier. 
Before being 


placed into the carts which are waiting 
to carry them the nuts are tested. 
This is done by knocking two nuts to- 
gether. 
If from the force of the con- 


cussion milk escapee from the eyes of 
a nut the nut is adjudged bad and is 
thrown away. 
Every nut is 
thus 


tested before It leaves the pier. 
The 


auts must also meet a certain standard 
of size and weight. The best nuts, it 
is said, are always the heaviest. Some- 
times when a vessel has been delajed 
by adverse winds, and the nuts aa a 
result have lain in the hold a long 
time, enough of them are spoiled to cut 
into the captain's profits seriously. 


One of the 
largest of cocoanut 


schoonere is the Lelia Smith, Capt. 
Trainer, wnich left New York recently 
for the San Bias coast, having dis- 
charged a cargo of over 250.000 nuts. 
The Smith makes three round trips a 
year, and besides her regular cargo of 
nuts, brings many barrels of Central 
American turtle shells, which com- 
mand good prices. 


Capt. Trainor, when seen recently, 


gave an interesting account of the way 
in which the nuts are gathered and 
exported to this country. 


"The best nuts," he said, "are those 


gathered on the San Bias coast, and 
bring all the way from $20 to $40 a 
thousand. The nuts are of medium 
size and are sold principally to deal- 
ers in desiccated cocoanut. 


When picked the nuts are encased 


in a thick husk. 
No unhusked nuts 


are exported to this country. 
In En- 


gland, however, the demand for nuts 
in the husk is laige. 
British mer- 


chantb have long realized the commer- 
cial value of 
the cocoAiuit's 
fibrous 


covering, and it is put to a variety of 
us&3, principally, however, m the mak- 
ing of pulp. 


"The 
San Bias coast," continued the 


captain, "is full of islands and keys 
which are as wild and as uncivilized 
as any locality in the world. We work 
along, collecting cocoanuts at most of 
the important islands, until we get to 
the gulf of Darien. 
By that time we 


have a full cargo and are ready tor 
home. 


"The San Bias cocoanut trade ie en- 


tirely carried on by Indians. 
The 


palm trees grow wild and the natives 
make no attempt at cultivating the 
growth of the nuts. 
The trees yield ia 


January, February, March and April 
but nuts are gathered at all seasons 
of the year. 
The natives are a copper 


colored race and are not warlike. They 
will not, however, tolerate the pres- 
ence of a white man in their villages. 
White men prospecting for gold occa- 
sionally pass through the country, a-nd 
as long as they mind their own busi 
ness they are nat molested. 
But if 


they show any disposition to settle 
down they are politely requested to 
move on. 


"The natives are not sharp at a bar- 


gam, nor do they attempt to drive 
one. 
They sell two nuts for 5 cents, 


and this standaid applies to any num- 
ber of nuts from two to 2,000. 
They 


could not be induced to either raise or 
reduce this pi ice. 


"The 
Indians have their tribal chiefs, 


and exhibit many of the characteristics 
which mark our nioie savage North 
American redskins. 
They love heads 


and other finery, and we always find it 
profitable to carry a load of looking- 
glasses, brass rings and ribbons which 
we give to the natues in return for 
what they deem their equivalent in 
nuts. 
They will give more nuts for 


a plush bound lookingglass than you 
could purchase with ?5. 


"The natives are eager for education 


and especially desire that missionaries 
be sent to them- 
It certainly would 


be an excellent field for some mission 
society to work in, for the people 
learn readily and are sincere, simple 
and honest. 


"Although part and parcel of the Co- 


lombian Government they pay no taxes 
that I am aware of and have no voice 
in the government 
All they want is 


to be let alone and the government ac- 
commodate them."

for coasting down the track, ihe are*- 
use descent of which Is 844.8 feet per 
mile. The toboggan Is supposed to b« 
used only for pleasure purposes, e* 
employe being authorized to use It 
while in discharge o<. his duties. 


The device consists essentially of » 


plank 12 inches wide aud 3 feet in 
length, along the middle of the under 
Bide of which there is a cleat which 
runs between the rack bars unfl holds 
the toboggan thereon. On either side 
,of the middle cleat there are brake 
ehoes bolted to the plank at one enfl 
ttiid bearing ugainst the outside sur- 
fawH of the rack bars or cog teeth. 


These brake shoos are applied by 


clamps bent over the sides of the plank 
and operated by a lever which, as ap- 
pears lii the Illustration, the rider holds 
within his grasp. 


The plauk bears upon the upper 


edges of the cog teeth by steel runners, 
which consist of two straps bent over 
the ends of the plunk. To hold the 
device iu balance a bar or pole Is 
bolted to the top of the plank, cross- 
wise, extending over the track rail ou 
either side. Across the front end of 
Hie plank there Is bolted a rest for the 
r.der's feet. 


The method of operating the device 


Is simply to place the toboggan on the 
track, sit uovvn ami attend to the 
brake. 


The speed attainable with this tobog- 


gan depends upon the pleasure of the 
rider. A record of a fraction under a 
mile a minute has been made on the 
particular toboggan shown iu this il- 
lustration, there being many of them 
in use oil the road. 


The entire stretch of track from the 


toi> of 1he peak, down to Maul ton, nine 
miles, Is used, except at four points 
whore the truck rails diverge at sid- 
ings. At these points the rider must 
come to a stop and carry bis toboggau 
aboul 40 I'Oet. It is officially Stated 
that on one occasion au employe of the 
company made the entire trip over the 
nine miles in 11 minutes. 


The high i'rlctlou created by the con- 


tact of the runners with the rack rails 
causes the former to heat, and on the 
» ghter grades of 8 to 12 per cent the 
boated L'uuuers have been known to 
adhere to the rack rail aucl stop the 
toboggan. 


For the purpose of lubrication and to 


prevent the rimners Irom unduly heat- 
iiig, Ihe rider carries Ji bar ot* soup 
•which he applies to the top of the rack 
teeth by reaching over in front of the 
toboggan. Even I hen the fiiction is so 
great that at very high speed on the 
long grades streams of tire follow the 
toboggan. 


Word*. 


The 'Englluu language hat) been en- 


riched by tnuny words drawn from 
other tongues tu facilitate direct aud 
comprehensive expression on all sub- 
jects. 


Within the language Itself a similar 


principle has prevailed, aud old worda 
Of well-established rieauiug hare been 
adopted la the geiencce aud arts to 
designate certain things or operations 
that seemed to resemble those from 
which the names were taken, lu their 
new relations these words have strictly 
technical meanings. 


Their suitability Is often obvious 


enough iu English, but they can rarely 
be rendered In tuelr exact technical 
sense into their actual equivalents la 
foreign tongues. 


A number of words drawn from the 


animal kingdom for use in the mechau- 
lc arts are enumerated by a writer in 
Straps and buckles. The machinist 
employs a dog ou h.s lathe; he takes a 
hog cut, If the tool will staud it; the 
castings are made from pigs of irou, 
which iu turn were fed from a sow. 


Work is set upon a horse or buck, 


and punched or bent by a convenient 
bear. Hoisting is done by a crab, and 
a convenient cat Is a part of the outfit 
of a shop crane, and a kit of tools is 
ever on hand. 


A crow helps to straighten work, a 


Jack to lut it, a mule pulley aids in 
driving machinery that a donkey en- 
gine turns. A fish connects parts end 
to end, or strengthens a broken beam: 
shells are used all, over; a worm does 
powerful but quiet work. 


A cock shuts off the water; one kind 


of a ram raises It and another does 
heavy work. A printing press has a 
fly; the first locomotives had a grass- 
hopper valve motion and drive, and 
butterfly valves ave common. 


Herring-bone gears are used by the 


best builders; turtles tit printing press 
cylinders, aud fly wheels are running 
all over the world. In drilling, even an 
old man is called into service and 
doctors prevent faulty lathe work.

the pinion. The hands are tightened 
to the pinion as lirmly as they can be, 
and every setting loosens them some- 
what. There is a class of.persons who 
set their watches every day rather 
than give a.little attention to the mat- 
ter ol regulating thorn-. They find- that" 
the watch gains or loses a minute or 
a few minutes in each twenty-four 
hours, and instead of curing this by 
the regulator, which is put in the 
watch for that purpose and no other, 
they force" back or forward the hands 
by,the stem-setter or by a key. If the 
bind pinion wears out. which It fre- 
quently does, It is considerable of a job 
to put in a new one or place new hanas 
on it, and the work necessarily costs 
something, for watch repairers have to 
charge for their' work. If a person 
knows that a watch^ gains or'loses 
a certain amount iu each day, u is 
Better to calculate back or forward 
than to be continually setting it. A 
little study of the regulator will do the 
work much better* \vithout the risk of 
wearing out anything." 


SELLING NEWSPAPERS TW PARIS.

Curious Test for a Hustmnil. 


Both in the northern and western 


islands of Scotland the natives have 
some peculiar customs unfamiliar to 
rhe dwellers of the mainland. One 
5f these, known as the "marriage test," 
ts practiced In 1be Island of St. Kilda, 
-where ^the population barely exceeds 
u hundred. The dealre among the 
islanders to increase this number does 
not seem to be exceptionally strong, 
and every man, beCore he is deemed 
suitable for a husband, has to perform 
,in evolution with no little bodily risk. 
The St. Kildans" are, of course, adept 
rock-climbers, and the aspirant for 
matrimony is therefore subjected to 
u.e test of balancing himself on one 
teg on a narrow ledge overhanging a 
precipice, bending bis body at the 
same time in order ,to hold the foot of 
his other leg In his hands. If found 
lacking in courage the maiden with- 
draws her betrothal, and ^should the 
mnu fall over the ledge It is presumed 
that, in his case, he will be disqualified. 


Now, 
the so-called poisonous fangs 


are uot in themselves poisonous— that 
is, they, are uot coated with polsou; 
nor even have they a capillary tube run- 
ning Inside along their lengths; through 
which the cobra injects the poison in- 
to the wound. If that were the case, 
the cobra could not selxe its food with- 
out infecting it with the poison. The 
real fact is there Is a Hue tube naming 
from the base of each of the two fangs 
backward under the eye to an almond- 
shaped gland or bag, which contains 
the poison. This glaud Is constantly 
secreting the poison, with a small sup 
ply for Immediate use. Hence, if the 
tube connecting the gland to the base 
of the fang were kept open, the poison 
would be constantly running out into 
the mouth of the cobra, mid thus wast- 
ed to no purpose. To prevent this a 
circular muscle binds* the tube some- 
where about the middle. Bur when 
the cobra strikes Its prey, this muscle 
is relaxed, and another one giiueezes 
the poison-bag, aud thus injects the 
polsou. 


But let us describe the whole pro- 


cess of striking, ami see what the 
cobra does when he means mischief. 
He expands his head and rears at 
least a third of his length in the air, 
with the rest of the body coiled in the 
form of a spiral. This spiral form 
e;ives him sufficient anchorage to rear 
his body by sheer muscular eftVct, aud 
•tlso the necessary leverage iu deuliug 
the blow. His eyes glisten like obtl- 
Isks, his forked tongue durts iu and 
out with a low, hissing sound. Sud- 
3euly he throws buck his head m a low 
curve, and as swiftly durts forward 
to bis "Ictim, partly UK u plunge aud 
oartly as a spring, uufokliiig u portion 
of bis coil to increase his range. It 
looks as if the cobra sprung into the 
air, but, as a matter of fuel, hjb belly 
asually touches the ground at the niq- 
meut of striking, in order to afford 
him sufficient leverage to imbed his 
'angs lirmly in the body of the victim. 


The action is magniilceiit, aud yet 


swift as a lightning flush. The tongue 
Is withdrawn, the mouth wide open. 
The fangH fall ou the victim as a 
stab, the' lower jaw clohing in beneath 
is a bite. If the blow has been fair 
ind square, two small punctures are 
Truule lu the flesh of the victim by tbe 
;wo t'augs; otherwise. If the blow 1ms 
Seen one-sided, there will be ouly one 
puncture. 
' 


Now, the mere striking of the blow 


:s not enough, and if the cobra were 
ristautaneously to withdraw the faugs 
ifter dealing Ihe bliiw, his prey would 
suffer no worse effect than the pain 
jf those needle-like punctures. It la 
itlll necessary to iuject the poison. Iu 
•erlain cases, indeod, by a strong mus- 
cular action, the polfeon has been in- 
lected almost simultaneously with tbe 
llow; nay, in a case where the cobra 
Wf\n inordinately roused 1o fury, the 
jolsou waw shot out by a strong mus- 
;ular effort wbile tbe cobra was still 
11 the act of plunging— and lu this case 
:be would-be victim, who was really 
jut of range, eseui>t*d the blow, but 
sad the poison squirted all over bun. 
Still, however, iu most cases the polsou 
s Injected after the blow— 1 bough It be 
Mit half a second after. That half a 
jecond has saved many n life — for in- 
stance, where the blow, not being 
struck full in the body, but only ou 
the edge of it, the cobra slipped off 
:be body by the mere impetus of the 
blow, causing the fangs to scratch 
ilong the &kin In two thin lines. 


Assumiug, however, that the blow 


las been struck full on the body or the 
rictinit the cobra immediately after the 
olow wriggles his he.-id eitber to the 
•ight or to the left. This act of turn- 
Jig helps to squeeze the poison gland 
situated on that side to which the 
:obra has turned, aud thus to inject 
:he poison over the puncture on tbat 
side. After this discharge the cobra 
isually drops off tbp limb in an inert 
nass as it" considerably, though temp- 
jrarily, weakened by the loss of the 
Drecious fluid. There may, of course, 
3e sufficient secretion still left in the 
Dag to give a second bite immediately 
ifter, but in that case the wound may 
aot necessarily be fatal.

ALASKA'S BROWN BEARS. 


tltff Are GtHMt RwMlmakers and J'urulth 


Dangerous t»t»«rt for tli« Uuutnr. 


"The brown bear ts the great road- 


maker of the Alaska peninsula." said 
a guide of many yi-ars' experience In 
that region. "Not cnly are tbe banks 
of the streams trodden into good trails 
by the huge, lumbering brutes, but the 
swampy plains are crossed in every 
direction by paths loading to the hills. 
The traveler will do well to follow 
them In journeying across the country, 
as they Invariably lead to the bust 
fording places of streams and form 
the easiest routes to the hills. The 
uorthem side of the Keuai peuiiisula, 
bordering the shores of (Jook Inlet. 
Kaodiak island aud the Alaskau pen- 
insula us far west as Unlak Island are 
favorite stamping grounds of 
the 


Alaska brown bear. He is a huge, 
shaggy animal, varying in length from 
six to twelve f«et and weighing from 
SOO to 1,100 pouud.s. This bear pos- 
spses all the courage and fierceness 
3f his southern cousin, the grizzly, and 
he has been bunted so little as yet 
that be is absolutely fearless of man 
and Is an exceedingly daugerous ad- 
versary. 


"In dealing witb the Alaska brown 


bear a hunter should never go alone. 
A companion is almost as essential as 
a gun. If possible, a man well ac- 
quainted with tbe peculiar habits of 
this animal .should be engaged to act 
as guide. Good bear dogs are of 
great assistance; but they must be 
brought iuto the country by the hunter, 
»s there are very few dogs there. 
There are no trees as far west as Port- 
age Bay, aud the hunter must be ex- 
ceedingly careful how he enters tbe 
heavy thickets wbich cover the river 
bottoms, as tbe bears favor this kind 
of ground, aud If aroused or wounded 
will unhesitatingly attack. 


"Being au expert fisher, the bear 


frequents, during the salmon seasou, 
ill the rivers emptying Into the Behr- 
Ing Sea and the north Pacific aud 
their tributaries as far as the lish go. 
After the salmon run is over the ani- 
mal retreats into tbe recesses of tbe 
hills, where berries and small game 
are plentiful. 


"The Alaska cranberry is au especial- 


ly toothsome morsel to the brown bear, 
has a particularly sweet tooth. The 
Alaska cranberry grows on marshes 
that are 2,000 and even 3,000 feet above 
the sea level. "U'lieo ripe thdy are al- 
most a deep purple Jelly made from 
these berries is of a rich claret color, 
lud as transparent as the most flaw- 
'ess glass. The flavor of it is delicious. 
Bear uuuters. hauut these elevated 
marshes when the berries are ripe, 
for then they are sure of a profitable 
and easy bear harvest."

"It is really astonishing that so 


many manufacturers of cigars desire 
to use spotted leaf tobacco," says a 
Jeajer in that commodits', "for when" 
rou come to consider that the spots 
311 the leaf are due to artificial causes 
.n many instances, and that these 
methods are positively hurtful, since 
strong acids have to be employed in 
the process of spotting, one would 
think they would wish to avoid it for 
this reason alone. It is uot to be de- 
nied that sorae kinds of leaf tobacco, 
aottibly Sumatra become spotted from 
natural causes, but this adds nothing 
:o its quality, as such spots are a dis- 
;ase, and are not found in healthy 
eaves, and a proof of this is that Ha- 
vana tobacco witb a spotted wrapper 
s inferior in taste to the same tobac- 
co Avith a plain wrapper. It is well 
mown to experienced manufacturers 
that the best fermented and highest 
Savored tobacco is without spots and 
jf a reddish to brown color, and 
smokers in 'general will best, consult 
:heir own interests in avoiding spotted 
Mgars, for reasons already mentioned, 
ind the additional one that manufac- 
:urers are able to sell a cigar of better 
quality wnen the wrapper is plain.

ABOUT THE^ OYSTER 


BECOMES GREEN ON PLANT FOODAND 


FATTENS ON I:RESH WATER. 


The Operation of "Floating" the BiTalte- 


Th« Gre«n On«« Popular In Europe—' 
Frwili«niuy R«duc<« Their Life One Half 
TUolr V*lu« *» a Food. 
Persons who eat oysters frequently 


have doubtless observed that now and 
then the oysters set before them are 
more or less green In color. There Is a 
common prejudice against a green oys- 
ter. Some persons attribute the color- 
ing to disease and others to parasites or 
to the presence of copper. Scientific in- 
vestigation has demonstrated that this 
"greening" of oysters Is in reality due 
to the fact that the oysters have fed on 
green plants of simple structure, which 
are sometimes found in abundance in 
brackish or salt water. 


C. P. Langworthy, of the office of ex- 


periment stations of the United States 
department of agriculture, says that, in 
the opinion of those who have investi- 
gated the matter carefully, the green 
color in oysters is harmless. In Europe 
green oysters are more highly prized 
than others. The green color may be 
removed -by placing the oysters for a 
time in water where the green plants 
are not abundant. 


It is a common practice 
of oyster 


dealers instead of selling the oysters in 
the condition in which they are taken 
from the beds in salt water to place 
them for a period of about forty-eight 
hours in fresh water In order to fatten 
them. The oystermen call this opera- 
tion "floating" or "laying out." The 
process gives the oyster plumpness and 
rotundity, its bulk and weight being so 
increased as to materially enhance its 
selling value. The belief is common 
among oystermen that this "fattening" 
is due to actual gain of flesh and fat, 
and that the nutritive value of the oys- 
ter Increased by the process. 


Oysters lose much of their salty flavor 


in "floating," however, and it Is an es- 
tablished fact that if , the "fattened" 
oysters are left too long on the floats 
they become lean again. Careful ex- 
periments have shown that 
oysters 


taken out of their natural beds in salt 
water and placed in. fresh water actual- 
ly gain In weight. This is due largely 
to the fact that they lose weight and 
gain a considerable amount of water. 
But there Is an accompanying loss of 
nutriments. 
When in their 
natural 


condition oysters contain from one- 
eighth to one-fifth more nutritive ma- 
terial than when fattened. 


It is interesting to note that the gov- 


ernment's experiments, conducted at 
the New Jersey stations, thus far have 
shown that oysters freshened by "float- 
ing" will not remain alive as long as 
those taken directly from salt water. 
Freshening really 
reduces the life 


period of an oyster one-half. In the 
opinion of many consumers the im- 
provment in appearance and flavor of 
an oyster due to the dilution of the 
salts more than compensates for the 
loss in. nutritive value. Prof. 
Lang- 


worthy remarks: 
"Often flavor has 


value which cannot be estimated in 
dollars and cents." 


Oysters come nearer to milk than al- 


most any other common food material 
as regards both the amount and the re- 
lative proportions of nutrients. Gener- 
ally speaking, a quart of oysters con- 
tains on an average about the same 
quantity of actual nutritive substances 
as a quart of milk, or three-fourths ol 
a pound of beef, two pounds of fresh 
codfish, or one pound of bread. 
The 


nutritive substance of an oyster con- 
tains considerable 
protein, the sub- 


stance whose principal function is to 
make or repair blood, muscle, tendon, 
bone, brain and other nitrogenous mat- 
ter. Apparently as the oyster grows 
older, at least up to a certain time, not 
only do the proportions of \flesh and 
liquids increase more rapidly than the 
shells, but the proportion of nutrients 
in tl|e edible part increases also. For 
illustration, 1001 pounds of young oys- 
ters in the shell appear to contain less 
of flesh and of liqufds than 100 pounds 
of older ones, and when both have been 
shucked a pound of meat from the 
shells of the older oysters would con- 
tain more nutriment than a pound from 
the younger. 


Investigation lias ahown that, con- 


sidering the edible portion of the oyster 
after it has been removed from" the 
shell, the differences in different speci- 
mens are much greater than is com- 
monly supposed. This is clearly appar- 
ent when a comparison is made of 
either the flesh or liquor of different 
specimens, or the whole edible portion 
of the meats and Iiqu6r together. The 
percentage of water in the edible por- 
tion of different* specimens of oysters 
which.were analyzed for the United 
States fish commission varied from 83 
to 91 percent., and average S7 per cent. 
In other words, the -nutritive material 
in a quart o£ "solid" oysters varied 
from two and three-quarters to five and 
one-third ounces. The man who buys 
oysters in the shell pays for an enor- 
mous percentage, of waste 
material. 


The average of thirty-four specimens 
of oysters in the shell, for instance, 
showed only 2 3-10 per cent, of actual 
nutrients. Clams and mussels yield a 
somewhat higher percentage.

POSTAL CLERK'S VACATIONS. 


Postmaster General 
Charles Emory 


Smith has issued an order designating 
what clerks in tbe railway mail service 
are entitled to fifteen days' annual leave 
under the recent provision made by con 
gress for this purpose. All clerks run 
ning six days m the week, fifty-two 
weeks in the year, are to have the fifteen 
days' annual leave, except clerks who 
run four hours a day or less, actual run- 
ning time, without allowance for ter- 
minal or advance work; clerks who have 
not been assigned to a run for at least a 
year before 
making application for 


leave; helpers on railway post 
office 


lines who are in line for assignment to 
regular runs; clerks who run daily for 
their convenience, and clerks emp'oyed 
jointly by the department and a rail- 
road, steamboat or exprass company. 
The law is held not to apply to chiel 
clerks, assistant chiaf cleiks, or railway 
postal clerks assigned to duty in offices 
of the general superintendent, the divi 
sion superintendents or chief clerks.
